Estimates aggregating $56,666,922 for 


improvements to river and harbor works 
throughout the country during the next 
fiscal year were submitted to congress 
today in the 'annual report of Gen. Wm.

This sum is $16.311,372 greater than ap- 
propriated- for the last fiscal year for 
the same purpose. Of the total $43,- 
829,010, including $250,000 for examina- 
tions, surveys and contingencies of .riv- 
ers and harbors, for which there may be 
no Special appropriation submitted, -is to 
"be provided for in the regular river and 
harbor appropriation bill at tfeis session 
of congress. For the continuing of con- 
tract work $12,937,982 "is asked of con- 
gress ^.to be appropriated in the sundry 
civil /appropriation bill.

court today in an opinion announced by 
Justice Day, held that the Union Pa- 
cific .Railroad company, by the acquisi- 
tion of stock 
in 
th« Souther Pacific, 


iad effected a combination in violation 
of the Sherman anti-trust law. 


The opinion indicates that the court 


would enter a decree to dissolve the 
combination and also an injunction to 
prevent the Union Pacific from voting 
Southern Pacific stock. 


Announces the Opinion. 


In announcing the opinion Justice Day 


said in part: 


"This court reaches the decision that 


the Union Pacific and Southern Pacific 
system, prior to the stock 
purchase, 


were competitors engaged in interstate 
commerce acting independently as to A 
large amount of .such carrying trade, 
and that since the acquisition of the 
stock in question the dominating power 
of the Union Pacific has suppressed com- 
petition between the systems and has 
effected a combination in restraint of 
interstate commerce within the prohibi- 
tion qf,the act. .

"In order to enforce the statute flit 


court is required to forbid the doing im 
the future of acts like those which an 
found to have been done in riclatic* 
thereof and to enter a decree, which will 
effectually 
dissolve 
the .combination

tion against the right to vote this' stock 
while in the ownership or control ofth«

Two weighty questions were presented 


by this phase of the case. The first was 
a question of law—Does the purchase 
outright by one railroad company of the 
controlling corporate stock of another 
result in a combination in violation of 
the Sherman anti-trust law?

point. Judge Hook reached the conclu- 
sion that since- it had been decided in 
the Northern Securities case that the.

a violation. But Judges Adams, 


Van Devantcr and Ranborn did not pass 
on this question because they decided 
the case against the government on the.

The second question was whether the

which began at Washington today. It can scarcely be 
called a reunion to perform public service. Bather it is 
a farewell. Gathered for the time since the most stupend-

•will pass from public life three months hence a notable 
array of statemen who have fallen victims to political dis- 
aster at the polls. 


The "old guard" is on hand today, but its lease of con- 


gressional life extends only to March -1, when many of 
the men who have been conspicuous figures in public life 
for years ,and whose power in shaping legislation' has 
been well-nigh absolute, 'will give way to men commis- 
sioned to more accurately reflect the present views of their 
constituency.' 
"Uncle Joe'7 Cannon, Senator Cullom, 


Senator Crane, of Massachusetts, Bonnie, of Oregon, Gug- 
genheim, of Colorado, Wctmore, of Rhode Island, and an 
imposing list of other equally prominent members in 
either house will pass from the national legislative halls 
with the fall of the gavel on March 4. 


And what of their successors'? That remains to bo 


'demonstrated. The November results carried into'con- 
gressional places many men untried in national states- 
manship. They of necessity lack experience that is so 
large an asset in making representation valuable to a con- 
stituency yet there is no occasion to discount their per- 
formance in advance, or to foresee danger in the passing 
of the pilots of old. The newer men are apt to be far more 
responsive to the desires of the people they represent, and 
to meet changing conditions with remedies more nearly 
keyed to present views. For the remaining session of the 
old congress, it is unreasonable to expect that in the face 
of the new influx anything -serious will be attempted to- 
ward enacting into law principles given endorsement at 


- ,the polls in November. That will remain a duty for the 


men specifically entrusted with it. Little is likely to come 
in these closing hours of the old congress beyond the reg- 
ular appropriation bills which must provide public rev- 
enues.

It is contended that Kostantinoff, an- 
gered over the loss of the job of cook 
at the camp, worked himself into a men- 
tal frenzy, returned from Indiana with 
the intent of taking Dieniff's life; that 
he layed in wait at the cook shanty 
nnd at an opportune time assailed the 
unsuspecting man. 


The plea of Kostantinoff is that he. 


acted only in self-defense, alleging that 
Dieniff attacked him in a murderous 
manner. The prisoner is aged about 24 
years and has be«n in this country the 
past two years. His only relatives in 
America arc two cousins who were 
members of the construction gang. His 
relatives in Bulgaria are his parents, 
his wife and one child.

Rupert Blue of the UniMI States ma- 
rine hospital sen-ice, dccMIji that the 
loaf sugar bowls in lunch rooms and 
cafes were very probable carriers of 
many diseases. He believes that means 
should be taken by restaurant propriet- 
ors to keep their sugar covered and to 
compel their customers to use sugar 
tonges instead of 
their fingers when 


helping themselves to loaf sugar. 
He 


said: 


'It seems to have becoma a custom 


for restaurant 'patrons to use their fin- 
gers instead of sugar tonges. Their fin- 
gers are bound to touch many lumps of 
sugar besides the one which they use. 


"Persons with tuberculosis and other 


contt.xious diseases are liable to convey 
them when thus putting their finger* 
nto the bowl. In view of these facts it 
seems that the loose sugar bowl is far 
more healthy for use in restaurants, be- 
cause it is generally covered and patrons 
.iso spoons 


"If tin; loaf sugar bowl were abol- 


ished, it seems that a great source of 
danger would bo done away with." 


Washington restaurant keepers are 


deeply concerned as u result of Dr. 
Blue's statement. They agree with his 
views, nnd it is probable that in the 
near future the capital restaurants will 
serve their customers with only loose 
sugar.

New York, D*e. 2.—Before the princi- 


pal of the Wftdleifh high school, Dr. 
Stumrt H. Roe, bethought him of a girl*' 
court to try the breaker* of school rules 
there were four of fir* time* the num- 
ber of offenders M -now, he said And 
although he was modest about the busi- 
nesslike way in which the girls opened 
their court after the regular school ses- 
tion had closed, it was easy to see that 
a wave of goodness had swept over the 
neighborhood of West 114th street and 
that the "flapper*' judges have disposed 
of their cases so cleverly that there will 
be few girls to try in the future, unless 
some of them stir up trouble for the 
' sake of increasing their legal knowl- 
edge. 


"I think I'll plead ignorance of the 


rule," whispered a girl as she made her 
•way to the class courtroom on one of 
the upper floors. 


"So good; try something else," ad- 


rised her companion. "What chance 
would such an 
argument 
have when 


every girl in the school knows that you 
are as. familiar with the rules as she 
in? Such an excuse might have worked

falsify, whereas they frequently did so 
before teachers! It takes nerve to tell 
a lie to fellow students."

W«»hiajtoB, Tttf. l_It will cost 


1883,415,4*3.14 to conduct the affair* of 
the government for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1014, according to the es- 
timates of the various department 
heads, submitted today to the speaker 
of the house by the secretary of the 
treasury. This amount, which does not 
include any provision for the postal 
service, which is expected to be self- 
supporting, is an increase of $72,078,248 
over the appropriations made for the 
present year, by the last session of con- 
great. 


Of this increase $28,312,220 appears 


in the estimates of the secretary of the 
navy, and $20.597,297 represents the in- 
crease asked by the navy department 
in the appropriations for building and 
equipping new vessels. The estimates 
would provide.for three new battleships 
to be laid,down during the year. 


Another $20,000,000 or more of the 


total increase is shown in the esti- 
mate* for the payment of pensions. 
The amount asked for in $185,220,000. 
Last year but $166,146,470 was expend- 
ed for pensions. An increase of about 
tlie same amount appears in the esti- 
mates for public works for the year. 
The construction of public buildings 
planned for the year shows an increase 
of $1,012,530 over the appropriations for 
the present yearj $8,722,200 being asked 
for that purpose. 


The work to be done during the year 


on the Panama canal will cost 530,174,- 
432, which is $1,130,567 less than the ap- 
propriations for the current year Of 
this sura $0,700,522 is asked for the pur- 
pose of building fortifications and mil- 
itary barracks in the canal zone. 


Billion Dollar Session. 


The estimates forecast another bil- 


lion dollar session of congress for in ad- 
dition to the $823,415,455, the postmas- 
ter general estimates that $281,791,508 
•will be necessary to conduct his depart- 
ment for the year. This amount will 
be supplied out.of the postal revenues 
and will bring the total estimated ap- 
v propristions for the year up to $1,105,- 


208.9M. 


Just how these estimates will fare at 


the hands of the democratic majority in 
the house is1 the subject of considerable 
conjecture. 
Some difficulty .in pasting 


appropriation bills may follow disagree- 
ment! between the house and senate, as 
in the last session. 
But the supply 


measures to. be pasted on the basis of 
the estimates submitted today .will go. 
into effect after -the democrats have 
taken full control of the government 
and it is expected that the attitude of' 
the house majority on the quesions in- 
volved in the estimates -will forecast the 
attitude of the coming administration, 


Among the estimates which will de- 


velop debate in congress is' a demand for 
$250,000 for the economy and efficiency 
commission, appropriated by President 
Taft, which is investigating and reform- 
Ing the system of conducting the gov- 
ernment business in the various depart- 
tnents. It ws* with considerable dif- 
ficulty that $75,000 was secured for the 
expenses of the commission this year 
and-the house democrats look with lit- 
UB, faror 
on the 
board. 
Another 


troublesome item will be an estimate of 
164,600 for the commerce court. The 
house democrats endeavored in vain to 
write into the legislative, executive and 
judicial appropriation bill, in the closing 
days of the last session, legislation abol- 
ishing that court. After the bill had 
been twiee vetoed by the 
president,

"While the congress itself does not 


stand for any one .project, it .owes its 
existence to the various projects. At 
this time there are 300; inland waterway 
projects under consideration. The mem- 
bers of the congress know'that'without 
a big central _ organization standing for 
inland waterways and development • to 
the largest extent of .all'of our harbors, 
that it would be impossible to carry 
through very many, if any, .of the'vari 
ous projects. The representatives of the 
railroads are on the other side of the 
question and the interests of the -rail 
roads have permeated the country in 
a way which makes it.up-hill work to 
carry out the various schemes for in- 


land , waterways without' the united 
sentiment on' the part .of all waterway 
advocates. 


"The national rivers and harbors .con- 


jress gives this opportunity and it has 
done a great work in advancing water- 
way projects. 
Before the congress ex- 


isted, appropriations 
for 
waterways 


were .made every three years, and in a 
bap-hazard manner. .Since the organiza- 
tion of tho national rivers and harbors 
congress,, annual appropriations, aver- 
aging $40,000,000, have .been 
made.
